But the 60-year-old Trotsky sald 
before he died that Mornard was 
an agent of Stalin, of the OGPU. 
He had predicted when he sought 
wefuge . in Mexico that Soviet 
sceret pollee would try to kill 
him. > 

Trotsky, exiled from Russia 
alter he broke with Stalin, took 
refuge here. His Fourth Inter- 
nationale, anti-Stalin Commun- 
ism, attracted adherents. Enemies 
tried to kil’ him. He lived 
through a machine jun attack 
on the house he rented from 
the Mexican  sainter Diego 
Rivera, One of his seeretary- 
fuards was abducted and killed:

At one time police said he had 
been identified ns Salvador Tor- 
koff, a Russian member of a 
band of immigrant smugglers 
which operated in San Antonio, 
Texas. \ 

A panel of psychiatrists, after 
questioning Mornard fora week, 
turned in a 1,332-pnge report: to 
the court. It said he hid a 
mental fixation compelling him 
to strike other persons, wis bad- 
ly educated, otherwise normal, 
but not intelligent. —. 

The man has given no evidence 
that Mornard is his real name. 
But police have not been _nble to 
disprove his “story. Nor-do they 
now where he gets the mdney 
which he has spent freely dur- 
Ing the Inst 10 years. Mornard 
draws ft from a bank account 
through his Inwyer, Mornard 
says he ‘established the account 
when he first came to Mexico. 

His «trial continued for three 
years, Mornard in the peniten- 
tlary all the time, Finally on’ 
April 36, 1943, he was sentenced 
to 19-%4 years for the ussault 
and six months for carrying o 
pistol, which he. did not use. 
--- Mornard-—told + his--self-defence 
story of the killing during the 
trial. He said when he showed 
his manuscript. 'to Trotsky, the 
co-founder of the Sovict state 
tolki him he did not know how 
to write. Mornard said he was 
angered and grabbed  Trotsky's 
sleeve. Then, he said, Trotsky 
bit his hand and tried to draw 
u pistol. 

At that point, 
he hit the old man with the 
mountain axe. But a __ letter 
fgund'in his pocket when he was 
arrested said he had been a 
follower of Trotsky and was 
disHlusioncd when he knew the 
man better. é 

Mexican police, not inclined 
te: overlook the possibility that 
the killing was a political as- 
sassination, took no chances with 
Mornard's safety.

INDIA’S FOOD 
PROBLEM 


As a result of the scare 
caused by the conflict in 
Korea, and of drought and 
floods in some parts of India, 
hoarding of food and serious 
shortages in three Indian 
States. have produced an 
emergency to which the Cen- 
tral Government is reacting 
as vigorously as Peking did, 
in the much greater crisis in 
China some months ago. 
Food is being-rushed to de- 
ficit areas from the central 
pool iind from surplus pro- 
vinces, and drastic measures 
are being taken to meet the 
situation, 

The partition in 1947 
immensely aggravated India's 
major problem: the feeding 
of her swiftly increased 
population, The loss of the 
large area of arable and fer- 
tile land in Pakistan was at 
first balanced by huge im- 
ports of food from abroad, 
which entailed a . colossal 
drain on the country's 
finances, especially on the 
hard currency. The Indian 
Government meanwhile drew 
up a programme of increased 
production designed to win 
“freedom from foreign 
bread," and attain — self- 
sufficiency in food grains by 
the end of 1951. A Commis- 
sioner for Food Production 
was appointed, and vested 
with wide executive powers, 
and machinery was set up to 
co-ordinate the production 
plans of all States. 

The battle. on the food 
front has so far gone well. 
The target for additional 
production: in the current 
year was just under a million 
tons, and 95 per cent of the 
target has bétn attained. In 
the concerted drive itself, em- 
phasis was placed on the food 
‘production — programme,—on- 
Increasing the yield by inten- 
sive cultivation and better 
farming methods—such’ as 
production and distribution 
of improved seeds, the use of 
fertilisers, plant, protection, 
minor irrigation and land 
improvement works. . 

It was found that mechan- 
ised reclamation was a pay- 
ing proposition, in that the 
expenses incurred were. re- 
coverable within a reasonable 
time. The International 
Bank sanctioned a loan of 
$10,000,000 for the purchasc 
of 374 new heavy reclamation 
tractors for the reclamation 
of weed-infested but’ fertile 
lands in certain States. Some 
of these have beens at work: 
for some time. This scheme 
of the Central Government 
aims to reclaim three million 
acres in seven years, adding 
another million tons of food 
grains to the annual .produc- 
tion. By the end of 1951 it is 
some 890,000 
acres will be reclaimed, -pro- 
ducing another 300,000 tons 
of food grains. More than

Here, then, was a plan- {dr com- 
plete control. How did the Sovict 
meet jt? They submitted counter- 
proposals in this progressive order: 

1. The signing of an_ jnter- 
national agreement forbidding the 
production and use of weapons 
based on atomic energy. 

2. The destruction of all stocks 
of such wenpons within three 
months of the signing 
agreement. . 

3. The creation of an inter- 
national atomic commission work- 
ing under the direction of the 
Security Council. 

This dast phrase is important— 
and ominous, But before we con- 
sider them, let us see what the 
Sovict plan amounted to.

A remarkable book ‘Kake- 
mons,” has appeared on the 
American occupation - of 
Japan.

And 
all experts agree that more 
women voted in recent: elections 
than ever before." : 

The biggest political criticism 
of American women is that they 
do not get out and vote in suMm- 
clent numbers and that not enough 
of them hold office from tho home 
town to the government level. 
While there are 10 women in the 
United States Cougress, there are 
21 in the British Parliament, 50 
in French national 
bodies and 33 in the Japanese 
Dict. “In the field of public 
office,” says Mrs, Mayes, “women 
have put their foot in‘the door, 
but they, have not gone fully 
over the threshold. of oppor- 
tunity.” 

“Much as I should Ike to," says
